If a nation were to determine 
that its every effort -would.be given 
to the physical welfare of its peo- 
ple, what wonderful things could 
be accomplished for the human 
race. The ancient Greeks did much 
to make themselves a superior race 
by the encouragement of athietic 
sports. To excel in athletic games 
it is necessary to have a fine phy- 
sique and normal functioning of all 
the organs.
